Mr. Harrison in the argument of his 
case made a strong plea against the 
d ra g g in g of Red Sand lake. 
He asks 
that the ditch be closed up and that 
he be given $1000 for the damage 
done to his land by the cutting of the 
ditch through his land between Sand 
Lake and the Gull River. 
The next case taken up was “ In 
the matter of real estate tax delin­ 
quent the first Monday in January, 
1909 vs. Emma Tuck.” 
The defense 
in thi s case is that Ditch No. 11, lo­ 
cated in the town of Rabbit Lake was 
not legally established. 
It developed 
during the testimony Tuesday after­ 
noon that according to the engineer’s 
report the ditch started a mile and a, 
half from the place named in the pe­ 
tition for the ditch. 
The ditch has 
already been constructed and tho 
bonds to pay for its construction have 
been passed upon and purchased by 
the state of Minnesota. 
Men well 
posted in court circles are wondering 
what will be the-status of the bonds 
if the assessment is knocked out, as 
seems probable, lf not certain.

Another claim s that labor 
unions are responsible, w hen every 
real student of tile question know s 
that prices have advanced much fa st­ 
er than w ages.

more in the claim o f a lack o f farm ­ 
ers and scarcity of farm labor, and 
yet tile Im provement in agricultural 
m achinery has supplied this d efect iii 
great degree. 
W ith modern tools one 
man can do as much on the farm as 
tw o or three used to do. 
Moreover. 
Secretory W ilson’s crop report show s 
each year’s acreage and yield larger 
than those o f the year before.

Is undoubtedly congestion In the cities.
